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Examiner's Response 

The applicants assert that the present action is the first action on the merits for 
this application and the designation of the action as final should be removed. 

This is not found persuasive because a previous office action was mailed on May 
21, 2003. 

The applicants assert that while Branmanti shows a specific interaction between 
Omp26 protein and hemin, it does not characterize OMP26 as a HA2 protein and does 
not characterize any interactions between a HA2 domain and hemin. 

In response the examiner would like to state that the applicants' arguments are 
not found persuasive because the rejection is based on the antagonizing of the 
interaction between P. gingivalis and hemin by protoporphin IX and Zinc protoporphyrin 
(table 2). Therefore the nature of the interaction between Omp26 protein and hemin is 
of no particular relevance and does not effect the rejection. For the above reasons, it is 
believed that the rejections should be sustained.
